A MAN who had just returned 
from a Mexican holiday was 
treated at Harlow’s hospital this 
week after it was feared that he 
might have contracted the dead¬ 
ly swine flu.

Medics put him into isolation while 
they assessed him before giving him the 
all-clear. However, he is still being treated 
as an inpatient for an unrelated problem. 

The man is the first person to go the 
Hamstel Road site to report feeling unwell

after travelling to Mexico, where the virus 
is thought to have taken the lives of more 
than 100 people. 

However, the hospital has been liaising 
with various medical organisations as well 
as making preparations to deal with any 
more patients who attend with flu-like 
symptoms. 

The hospital’s pandemic planning group 
has also met to go over any planned 
response to the swine flu alert. 

Sandra Dimmock, medical director of 
Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust 
said: “The Trust is receiving advice from 
the Health Protection Agency and the East 
of England SHA and is working closely 
with West Essex PCT and we are adopting 
the advice available via the HPA website 


which is being constantly updated. 

“Patients who meet the swine flu crite¬ 
ria and who require testing will be given a 
surgical mask and treated in our A&E. So 
far we have had one man who was seen in 
A&E having returned from Mexico some 
days ago. He was assessed by doctors who 
were happy his symptoms did not relate to 
swine flu.” 

Already, five people in the UK have 
been confirmed as having the virus - 
which is a potentially deadly mix of 
human, swine and avian genes - and 
another 25 cases had been reported by 
Tuesday although eight of those have now 
been given the all clear. 

Symptoms include fever, cough sore 
throat, aches and pains, headache chills 
and sickness. It can be treated using anti¬ 
viral drugs.

A MOTORING enthusiast whose 
show-car was severely damaged when 
the roof of his rented garage col¬ 
lapsed has slammed Harlow Council 
for failing to pay out for repairs 
almost a year on from the accident. 

The souped-up Toyota Celica 
owned by Ian Trenner (25), of 
Haydens Road, pictured right, suf¬ 
fered costly damage to its tailgate, 


spoiler and wheels when the roof of 
the garage he rents from the council 
caved in last May. 

Although the authority promptly 
repaired its own property, it has yet 
to finalise an insurance payout of 
around £2,000 to cover the damage to 
Mr Trenner’s car, leaving the frus¬ 
trated engineer unable to exhibit his 
pride and joy at motor shows. 


“I can't believe I’m still waiting 
for the council to pay out,” he told 
the Star. “It’s been nearly a year now 
since the car was damaged, and every 
time I try and get it sorted with the 
council's insurance department I hit 
a brick wall. 

“I’ve spent a lot of money on the 
car over the years and I’m really 
proud of it, but I can’t take it along 


to any shows until it gets repaired 
and there’s no way I'm going to fork 
out for something that’s the council’s 
responsibility.” 

A council spokesman told the Star 
the claim should be settled imminent¬ 
ly through insurance brokers Zurich, 
but admitted it had taken the council 
almost eight months to submit all the 
necessary details. 



Father of stabbed 
teen dies of MS 

THE father of teen stab victim 
Frank Empson has died 
following a long battle with 
Multiple sclerosis. 

Steve Empson (57) of 
Arkwrights, Harlow, passed 
away at a nursing home in 
Chelmsford last Wednesday. 

Mr Empson was struck down 
with the degenerative disease 
eight years ago. Frank (19) was 
trying to raise cash to pay for 
stem cell treatment for his father 
when he died in 2006. 

However, Mr Empson underwent 
the pioneering treatment in 
Holland a few months later after 
£13,000 was raised though 
Frank's Last Wish Appeal. 
Unfortunately the treatment was 
unsuccessful. 

Speaking about Mr Empson’s 
death, his sister, Ina Page (46) of 
Radburn Close, said: “Steve was 
the best brother in the world and 
he will be terribly missed. 

“He was such a funny man and 
was always the life and the soul 
of the party and always got up to 
dance and do karaoke.” 

Mr Emspon played professional 
football at Fulham and Leyton 
Orient as a young man before 
finishing his career due to 
injury. He went on to be a 
bricklayer, which he continued 
doing until he was diagnosed. 


The horrendous final 
moments for Kerry 


A COURT has been told of the 
chilling screams for help made 
by a young woman shortly 
before she succumbed to smoke 
and flames in a horrific arson 
attack which killed her and left 
her boyfriend severely dis¬ 
abled. 

Scott Warwick, who lived in a flat 
next to Kerry Youngs and Kevin 
Chappie in Sherwood House, Bush 
Fair, said in a statement read to 
Chelmsford Crown Court this week 
that he heard her screaming “get me 
out... let me out.” 


He said he had got out of his bath to 
hear his smoke alarm and then saw black 
smoke coming into his home through the 
letter box. 

He said he knew a woman lived at the 
next flat and continued: “I heard the 
voice of a female shouting, ‘get me out. 
. . let me out’.” 

Another witness, Linda Band, who 
was rescued from her top floor flat the 
night of the fire in May, 2005, told how 
she had screamed for help as the flames 
took over. 

“I thought I was going to die. I really 
thought I was going to die,” she told the 
court. 

The statements came just a few days 


after jurors had been told of the final 
words of 24-year-Miss Youngs as she 
called emergency services about the fire 
which saw another nine people need 
hospital treatment. 

Miss Youngs never regained con¬ 
sciousness and died two days later. Mr 
Chappie, (31), now needs round-the- 
clock care and is not expected to recover 
from his injuries. 

Two teenagers, aged 17 and 18, but 
who were just 13 and 14 and the time of 
the fire, face charges of murder, 
manslaughter and arson with intent to 
endanger life and being reckless as to 
whether life was endangered. 

Carl Manton, (18), of Long Banks, 


Harlow, and a 17-year-old Harlow youth 
who, for legal reasons, cannot be named, 
have denied the charges. 

It is alleged they deliberately started 
the fire after a campaign of “bullying” 
against an occupant of another flat at the 
address. 

In addition a woman aged 40, also 
from Harlow - the mother of the 
younger boy - and a 37-year-old man 
from Woodford Green, his former step¬ 
father, have pleaded not guilty to doing 
acts tending or intending to pervert the 
course of justice by making a false state¬ 
ment about the boy’s whereabouts. 

A 15-year-old girl also denies making 
a false statement. The trial continues.

THE campaign to secure the 
long-term future of Harlow 
Welfare Rights & Advice has 
reached the Prime Minister’s 
doorstep after supporters joined 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell to 
present a petition to 10 Downing 
Street. 

Six representatives from Friends 
of HWRA, including group 
chairman Cliff Moore, were 
escorted to the PM’s residence 
by Mr Rammell on Thursday to 
hand over the document in 
person before heading to the 
MP’s office to discuss the 
progress of their campaign. 

More than 8,000 people have 
now registered their opposition 
to Harlow Council’s 
controversial plans to slash the 
service’s budget by up to 82 per 
cent, including almost 600 who 
signed an online petition on the 
10 Downing Street website 
calling for the PM to intervene. 
Mr Moore said: “Cuts to the 
service have been forced upon 
us at a time when welfare rights 
and advice services are most 
needed. 

“Our intention was to take this 
to the top, and I am pleased we 
have done so. It is vital we save 
the advice centre in Harlow for 
future generations.” 

Although HWRA was granted a 
temporary reprieve last month 
when the council's policy and 
resources committee agreed to 
fund the service for a further 
three months beyond the 
termination of its original 
contract on March 31, its long¬ 
term future still hangs in the 
balance. 

Mr Rammell added: “While we 
have saved the centre in the 
short term, the service’s future 
remains uncertain and I will 
continue to press the council 
very strongly on the issue of 
attracting external match 
funding. 

“This petition will be a vital tool 
in demonsttrating nationally the 
level of opposition to the Harlow 
cuts.”

SCORES more workers look set to be axed and 
hundreds could have their pay and working 
hours slashed at one of Harlow’s major 
employers. 

Just a few months after Truck-Lite laid off 74 staff 
due to reduced demand for products and services, a 
further 55 employees look set to go. 

Bosses of the firm, which is a leading manufacturer and 
supplier of vehicle lighting, electrical harnessing and mirror 
systems, say they are currently consulting with staff over the 
proposal. 

But they also want to strike a deal with the remaining 
workforce to shorten their working week and reduce pay if 
the economy continues to slow. 

In a proposal statement sent to staff, director of operations 
John Hamilton states his intentions to reach an agreement 
over shorter hours and reduced pay as a possible alternative 
to having to make further large-scale redundancies. 

“The company would prefer to achieve this by reaching an 
agreement through discussion with employee representatives 
and believes this is in the best interest of the future of the 
company and employees,” he says. 

It is thought if an agreement is reached the regulations 
would not come into effect immediately but once the situa¬ 
tion worsens. 

Speaking about the redundancies, Truck-Lite human 
resources director Duncan Turner said the move, which was 
happening throughout the firm’s European arm, was regret¬ 
table, adding: “This proposal has been made in order to 
attempt to secure the longer term future of our Harlow facil¬ 
ity during these difficult times.” The company currently has 
320 workers at it Barrows Road plant. 

This week Harlow MP Bill Rammell said he was disap¬ 
pointed with the news yet more job losses could hit the town 
adding: 

“I continue to press for assurances that every other oppor¬ 
tunity is explored before staff are made redundant and that 
staff are receiving adequate support.”

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Head's shock 
after thieves 
target school

A SICKENED headteacher is urg¬ 
ing the community to shop thieves 
who have carried out a series of 
raids on his school. 

Passmores in Tendring Road, Harlow, 
has been broken into four times in three 
months, and up to seven times in the past 
year, by crooks suspected to be living in 
the area. 

The latest break-in occurred in the early 
hours of Tuesday morning, when the music 
department and library were smashed into and 
trashed by thieves, who appeared to be familiar 
with the building. 

“It just sickens me to the pit of my stomach,” 
said Vic Goddard, head teacher. 

“The worst thing is that this is obviously 
somebody who knows the school well 
Everybody has worked hard towards making 
this a better place and school, but people from 
the community are stealing and making life dif¬ 
ficult. 

“We need to all look after each other, and if 
anybody knows who is responsible for this I 
would urge them to tell police. Our central ethos 
at the school is one community, one building, 
one purpose and that is how we really feel.” 

Police and scenes of crimes officers were at 
the school on Tuesday looking for clues. It is 
hoped CCTV which covers the entire grounds 
will have captured the culprits. 

Although only one computer was stolen from 
the music department, doors had been kicked 
down and areas trashed as the thieves made their 
way around the department causing thousands 
of pounds worth of damage so severe music les¬ 
sons for hundreds of pupils to be cancelled the 
following day. 

The library, which had a new computer suite 
fitted on Monday, was also damaged and one 
computer stolen but dumped outside the build¬ 
ing when the thieves were thought to have been 
disturbed. 

Mr Goddard added: “Somebody is out there 
stopping our children from learning and it 
makes me sick. I can’t help but take it personal¬ 
ly and whoever has done this has targeted each 
and every young person here personally.”

Business leaders 
defend hub as just 
13 firms move in 

HARLOW’S much-vaunted business incubation 
centre has been defended this week after figures 
show it is some way off a 12-month target for 
company start-ups. 

Just five months after Government business 
secretary Peter Mandelson opened the Enterprise 
Hub in Edinburgh Way, just 13 firms have let 
office space. 

The figure equates to 17 per cent of the total 
space available - way off the 50 to 70 per cent 
hoped to be filled by the end of the first year. 

But NWES, the company running the hub, and 
others involved in delivering the scheme which 
was built using part of a £ 10m Growth Area Fund 
grant from the Government, say the news is far 
from disappointing. 

Denying the centre was a waste of money and 
built at the wrong time during a recession, Monica 
Bell, business bevelopment manager at Harlow's 
NWES, said she was hopeful most of the units 
would be full by next year and added that the hub 
was not just about providing office space but 
offering advice, support and network 
opportunities to small firms to help them grow 
and support them though the tough economic 
climate. 

“To be frank, one can’t expect most of the units to 
be full in just a few months, but what I can say is 
in comparison to other situations and by talking to 
people in the town, there is a real buzz and 
interest [in the hub],” she said. 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson is also 
up-beat about the hub's success so far, saying the 
take up of office space was good while Andrew 
Bramidge, chief executive of Harlow Renaissance 
which managed the project to transform the 1960s 
Great Eastern House on Edinburgh Way, is also 
happy with how things are going. 


Hospice lottery on 
brink of collapse

Delight as Mulberry 
emerges from ashes 


A VITAL fundraising project for a 
much-needed hospice may be 
forced to fold after falling victim 
to the recession. 

Thousands of pounds for St Clare 
Hospice has been lost because hard-up 
residents are struggling to back an in- 
house lottery scheme during the eco¬ 
nomic down turn. 

The fundraiser has lost nearly half its par¬ 
ticipants, hitting the Hastingwood charity 
hard in the pocket and threatening to hamper 
its money-making efforts on which it relies 
heavily. 

Sue Upton, director of fundraising said: 
“We have seen a dramatic loss of people 
playing our weekly lottery in the last few 
months. 

“Currently we have just under 3,000 play¬ 
ers each week, which is significantly down 
since our peak in 2003, when nearly 5,700 
people were playing. 

“This means the lottery is generating 
around £2,500-£2,700 less a week than it 
used to and it would appear that it is the 
recession that is affecting it so badly. Players, 
many of whom have been with us for years, 
are calling to say they have to stop because of 
the current economic climate.”

Players are entered into a prize draw in 
which they can win £1,000 in cash and other 
prizes. Since it started 10 years ago the lot¬ 
tery has generated £2m and has helped the 
charity foot the annual £ 1.75m bill it has to 
pay each year to keep the hospice open offer¬ 
ing free treatment to people with life-limiting 
illnesses. 

Mrs Upton added: “The situation is, if we 
can’t stop this sad decline and generate more 
lottery members then we will seriously have 
to look at financial feasibility of this income 
stream, which would be devastating especial¬ 
ly as it has been running for so long and 
around 20 per cent of the players have been 
with us since the first draw. 

“If our weekly lottery were to collapse we 
would have a £38,000 gap in our funding this 
year - that is enough to provide our day ther¬ 
apy service for 10 weeks so it is a huge gap. 
We urgently need local people to sign up to 
our lottery to avoid this happening.”

Towering 
landmark 
of estate 


M OST residents 
will be familiar 
with the 

landmark structure 
which looms large over 
Harlow as you approach 
the town on the Mil. 

But many may not realise 
why the architectural 
phenomenon of Church 
Langley water tower exists. 
Opened in May 1994, which 
makes it a relatively recent item 
to be featured in Nostalgia, the 
30ft concrete structure is so 
prominent that even its short 
history merits attention. 

David Devine, local history 
officer at The Museum of 
Harlow, was one of those 
invited to the opening 
ceremony, at which MP Peter 
Bottomley cut the ribbon to 
declare the tower open. 

“It was an experience and quite 
something at the time,” he told 
Nostalgia. “It looks nothing 
like the water tower was going 
to originally, that was more of 
an upside-down ice cream cone. 
“However, it was something of 
a landmark building to be 
opened in Harlow at the time

because it was so distinctive 
and there was a sense of 
occasion, saying ‘yes, this area 
known as Church Langley has 
arrived and this is the building 
to prove if. 

“The view from the top is 
stunning because you could see 
the landscape of the area 
forming and you could see for 
miles in the other direction over 
the Mil.” 

The tower holds two million 
litres of water, serving the 
Church Langley development. 

It was built out of necessity 
after the estate's developers 
realised the existing tower at 
Rye Hill would not be able to 
serve thousands more homes 
and guests to the opening 
ceremony were treated to a 
water tasting exercise before 
trudging the 110 steps to the 
top. 

At the opening, Three Valleys 
Water chairman Sir John Page 
said: “We think this water tower 
is dynamic, exciting and 
modern.”

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SCHOOLBAG 
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College students 
hear harrowing 
tales of life in a 
Nazi death camp 

HARLOW COLLEGE: Students were 
given an extraordinary insight into life 
under Nazi rule by a survivor of the 
Holocaust. 

Kitty Hart Moxon (81) led a talk in the 
Glassbox Theatre about her experiences in 
the notorious concentration camp at 
Auschwitz. 

The talk was set up by the Holocaust 
Education Trust, a project established in 
1988 to educate young people about the 
holocaust, and ensure that it never 
happens again. 

Kitty, who was a teenager when the 
Second World War broke out, told 
students about the night she and her 
mother were told they were being sent to 
Auschwitz. 

“We had been charged on three counts of 
having documents that didn't belong to us, 
entering Germany illegally and being 
Jewish,” she said. “All of these were 
punishable by death. 

“We were taken to the courtyard and 
made to face the wall. The firing squad 
came out with their machine guns and we 
all heard shots fired. 

“However, these shots had been fired into 
the air and we were told they were not 
going to shoot us. Instead we were given 
life imprisonment in Auschwitz.” 

She was also made to work in Auschwitz 
II, known as the extermination camp, 
where she was told to sort out the clothes 
that victims were told to leave behind 
before being taken to the gas chambers. 
Both Kitty and her mother were freed 
from the camp on April 11, 1944.

Be careful who you 
give your clothes to 

SIR, I would like to raise the issue of the number of clothing 
merchants who are flooding the area with collection bags. 

I am the manager of the Age Concern/Help The Aged charity shop 
in Harlow and employ a driver who distributes bags to supply our 
shop. These bags are then brought to the shop and the clothing 
and bric-a-brac sold to raise money for our cause. 

However, his job is being made increasingly difficult by the 
number of commercial clothing firms who are putting out bags 
requesting clothing and promising to make a donation to charity. I 
am concerned that a tried and tested system of getting donations 
into our local shops has been cynically hijacked by these firms. 
Donations collected by us (and other genuine charities in the area) 
will be used to the maximum benefit, with clothes being steam 
ironed and put up for sale. If they do not sell they may be 
transferred between shops to try elsewhere. Only at the end of this 
process, when it is clear the clothing is not desirable, will it be 
ragged and added to the pile of worn out or damaged clothing that 
it is not possible to sell to the public. 

At that point, it is sold to clothing merchants, but the money made 
from this is minimal compared to a retail value. 

Now here comes the problem for the shops. The clothing 
merchants, mostly from outside the area, are now posting out 
thousands of bags - mostly with pictures of children or animals on 
the front to pull at the heartstrings - and offer to make a donation 
to a seemingly random charity. These firms have no retail outlets 
and, therefore, will be getting a small percentage value per bag, 
compared to charities with retail shops in the town. 

Charity shops employ local people and volunteers. They also 
provide valuable work experience for younger people and are a 
vital part of the town trade, but they rely on donations. I would 
urge people to continue to have faith in the system of doorstep 
collections by vans, but even more strongly, I urge people to think 
about who they are giving their clothing to. 

Please support your local charity workers; if a bag has been 
posted through your door, does it correspond to a local shop in 
your town? Please do not give your clothes to the rag merchants at 
the expense of local charities. 

Finally, I would like to say a huge thank you to everyone who 
supports the Age Concern/Help The Aged shop in West Gate, 
Harlow. Thank you for filling our bags for our driver to collect 
from your home and for your generosity by way of donations of 
both clothing and bric-a-brac which arrives through our door.

Traffic: lasting 
solution needed 

SIR, Perhaps Adrian Deeks (Star, 
April 23) can explain how moving 
the congestion further into Harlow 
along the old A11 path might be of 
any benefit. The congestion already, 
and too frequently, makes it 
impossible for cars to get out of 
Church Langley. 

The fundamental problem remains 
whatever is done to the road linking 
the roundabouts at Hastingwood, 
Southern Way, the Clock Tower and 
Gates; the fact is the roads can’t 
cope with the volume of traffic 
travelling westwards through or to 
the commercial areas to the west of 
the town. Dualling all or parts of 
this route also ignores the problem 
of getting through Sawbridgeworth, 
already difficult either way. 

There also remains the problems for 
traffic trying to access the Ml 1 on 
the other side of town along the 
A414 from the Hertford, Hoddesdon 
direction, hence Mr Halfon’s 
campaign. A piecemeal approach 
will cost a lot and solve nothing. 

If the Conservatives support a relief 
road to the east of the town and the 
Labour government wants to spend 
money to the west, might there be 
something in considering the two 
issues and building a proper bypass? 
My remarks concerning the course 
of the Mil were based on 
information from someone who was 
involved in planning this area and 
the original planning of the route of 
the Ml 1. I was told many years ago 
that when Harlow was built the 
railway and industrial areas were 
placed mainly on the east of the 
town with the view that this would 
link to London and Cambridge and 
towns to the west. 

However, some years later it seems 
the residents of Roydon managed to 
convince the Department of 
Transport that the ground was not 
geologically suitable for the Ml 1 
and would pose costly engineering 
solutions if that route was chosen. 
Also of interest is that ‘Plan B’ was 
apparently to dual the A414 through 
the middle of the town, hence the 
extra width of Second Avenue and 
the roads on towards the Pinnacles. 
This was opposed by town residents 
on the grounds that it would cut the 
town in two. 

We need to remember that, whatever 
the history, we still have the 
problem of increasing congestion in 
the town and need a comprehensive 
solution which will see us well into 
the future. 

It is significant that no one in office 
who was involved in planning the 
currently proposed scheme has 
taken the trouble to reply through 
your columns to explain the 
rationale of the scheme to the 
taxpayers who will pay for it.

The remains, which were 
Gobi Desert near the 
Jiayuguan, are from a 
tyrannosaur called 
Xiongguanlong Baimoensis. 

That name may be a bit of a mouthful but it is 
thought the fossils could help scientists learn much 
more about one of the most fearsome predators 
ever to have walked on the surface of the Earth. 

The fossils are thought to be 100 million years old 
and show early signs of features that became more 
developed in later tyrannosaurs, whose name

and jaws. Dinosaur experts, known as 
palaeontologists, have worked out that it had 70 
teeth, stood five feet tall and weighed almost a third 
f a ton.Current knowledge about the tyrannosaur 
family is based on two groups of fossils from 
different parts of the Cretaceous period.

Festival 
in English celebration 


ONE ACT PLAY FESTIVAL 

Harlow Theatre Company 
Victoria Hall Theatre, Old Harlow 

FOR many people, St George’s 
Day has become little more than 
an excuse to down buckets of 
overpriced foreign lager. 

But for those attending Harlow Theatre 
Company's stunning feast of English 
drama, it became a means of exploring 
very different notions of Englishness 
presented by four of the country’s most 
celebrated playwrights. 

The festival began with Alan Bennett’s 
tragicomic monologue A Chip In The 
Sugar, in which HTC stalwart Bernard 
Moule gave a hilarious, moving and 
ultimately heartbreaking performance as 
Guardian -reading, sandal-wearing, closet 
homosexual Graham, whose struggles 
with an unnamed mental illness have 
consigned him to a lonely existence living 
with his ageing mother. 

But Graham’s comfortable life is 
disrupted when she bumps into old flame 
Frank Turnball, a right-wing, racist bigot 
who threatens to break the bond 
between mother and son, only for the 
increasingly exasperated Graham to be 
granted a last-minute reprieve that ruins 
his fragile mother’s last shot at happiness. 
Harold Pinter’s gritty and provocative One 
For The Road is a shocking piece of 
agitprop theatre which projects the stark 
realities of systematic human rights 
violations by totalitarian regimes onto the 
backdrop of a seemingly civilised, 
implicitly English setting. 

Paul Johnson’s astonishing performance 
as the calmly sadistic, egotistical boss of 
an unnamed military organisation holding

dissenters made for disturbing yet 
compulsive viewing, while brilliantly 
understated contributions from Richard 
Parsley, Kate Millner and William Johnson 
as the imprisoned family acutely 
portrayed palpable senses of fear, 
desperation and desolation. 

The evening continued with a second 
Pinter piece, quickfire tragicomic sketch 
The Black & White in which Sarah 
Wiggins and Stella O’Shaughnessy played 
two homeless women engaged in an 
innocuous conversation over soup and 
bread that was as mirthful as it was 


melancholy. 

A quintessentially English piece of 
absurdist theatre from surrealist 
playwright N.F. Simpson came next, in 
which Ian Stacey gave a hysterical 
performance as an overzealous visitor to 
the rather ordinary home of the 
Brandywines, slavishly and nonsensically 
inspecting everything from the door 
handles to Mr Brandywine’s kidneys. 
Rounding the evening off perfectly was a 
laugh-out-loud funny adaptation of Black 
and Silver, Michael Frayn’s hilarious study 
of a couple’s changing relationship 
following the birth of their first child.

Jim Thompson and Jane Prangall were a 
match made in a somewhat vindictive 
heaven as the couple staying with their 
newborn in the Venetian hotel room 
where they spent their honeymoon, only 
for their supposedly restful holiday to be 
blighted by the cries of their baby and a 
particularly amorous couple next door.

Hawks could 
face FA fine 

HARLOW Town FC could be hit with a 
double whammy after discovering the 
FA is ready to fine the club for the 
Ricci Crace fiasco.

“We don’t know why this did not come 
up at the FA appeal hearing [at Soho 
Square],” he added.
